They came directly from the members of a unique 
organization called THE VIC & SADE CLUB. Yes, such a fan club does exist, 
attesting to the popularity of the show which was one of the most highly 
regarded radio comedies, In its day it was hardly the most popular in terms 

of ratings. The reason for this is VIC & SADE'S subtle humor. Many did not 
realize the humor was there at all. But it is there and we think it is radio's 
best! VIC & SADE could be found among the soap operas in the daytime, and the 
setting was somewhat similar, But the small talk was at times, priceless! 

The occupants of "the small house halfway up in the next block" were Victor 
Gook, Sade Gook, Rush, and Russell, Although he wasn't in every show, probably 
the favorite character was uncle Fletcher. Uncle Fletcher, to put it mildly, 
lived in his own world, He lived in a ramshackle hotel by the railroad station, 
where the beds walked across the ronm whenever a train stormed through the 
town, VIC & SADE usually ended at the seemingly climactic point of interest, 
making it clear that it was not any particular plot that was the focal poiht, 
rather it was the collection of situations, and the connection of events and 
circumstances of the past that gave the series its value. VIC & SADE was 
written bu Paul Rhymer, and a collection of scripts have been published by his 
widow, Also, а large collection of scripts are now held at the historical 
library on the university of Wisconsin, Madison, (See reels 454, 619, 620, 668, 
and 669. The program titles here are the official club titles.)
